Powell told his son to drive 
home alone as he intended to make 
the trip back with a Mr. Davis, a 
real estate dealer with whom he 
wished to talk about land. When his 
son passed through Heber he re- 
celved a telephonic message from his 
father stating that the elder Powell 
had decided to go on to look at land 
in No. 12 district. may 

Since that time absolutely no trace 
of him can be found. The family 
fears that he has been enticed into 
some out-of-the-way place and robbed 
and perhaps murdered. No trace of 
the Mr. Davis spoken of can be found, 
and no one knows him here. 

Powell and his family came to Im- 
perial Valley from Fish county, Tex., 
about a year and a half ago, and have 
prospered here.

The following is the statement of 
_the board of directors of thd associa- 
tion: 

(1.) We do not want to keep dis- 
eased cows in our herds, whether they 
have tuberculosis or any other infec- 
tious disease. We do not ask for seg- 
regation, and we are perfectly willing 
to do away with all tuberculogis cows. 


This statement is authoritative and is 
even in advance of the stand of the 


Board of Health. 
The danger of human’ 
contracting consumption from 
hardly possible, except when tubercu- 
losis in a cow has reached such an 
advanced state that it begins to aff 
the udder. The report of the speci 
committee in the District of Columbia, 
1911, states that “the only instances, 
generally speaking, where tuberculin 
has not been efficient are when _ the 
disease is in an advanced state, or 
when by reason of the application of 
the tuberculin test shortly bef 
atate, the anima! fails to reat.” Tn 
other words, when this much-vyaunted 
tuberculin test is most necessary it 
will frequently fail. We will add for 
the benefit of those who 6,29 Sete 
government authority the following 
from the Year Book, United States 
Department of Agriculture: “The fail- 
ures of cattle to react to the tubercu- 
lin test are usually observed in ad- 
vanced cases of the disease.” 
(3.) A scientific physical examina- 
tion of a cow by a competent veterina- 
rian will discover all dangerously 
diseased cows. (Note: This is not an 
opinion, but a fact, and as officially 
stated by the Hlinois State Board of 
Health and others who tried bercu- 
lin and have discarded -it.) 
4.) The confiding mother may give 
“tuberculin tested” nourishment to 
her children unconscious that b> may 
contain the germs of tuberculasis oF 
other dangerous disease. 
(5.) The tuberculin ordinance does 
not give protection to.the public 
because it allows milk to be sold in 
Los Angeles from proven tuberculous 
cows, if pasteurized, and because @ 
dairyman, if he so wished, might <ell 
milk from a cow that he knew 
in an advanced stage of consumption, 
but which had failed to react to the 
test-——a very possible happening as has 
been shown above. In this case the
